Most of the Leading Manufac- 
turers Will Send Their Prod- 
ucts to St. Louis, 





Most of the leading manufacturers of 
foods will be represented. at the St. 
Louis Pure Food Show. F. W. 
St. Louis Retail Gro- 
cers’ Association, which is the promoter 
of the show, returned last week from a 
visit to the manufacturers of the East, 
with the report that he had obtained 
the co-operation and exhibits of more 


Harris, 
secretary of the 


than 20 of the greatest in the world, 

The principal feature of the show will 
be an exhibit of food supplies which 
have the positive guaranty of the United 
States Government as to their absolute 
freedom from adulteration. This guar- 
anty of the United States Pure Food 
Department positively prohibits the 
shipment of any adulterated goods from 
one state to another. 

The exhibit also will include a variety 
of foods manufactured in Missouri, 
which are guaranteed under the Na- 
tional law and by the Missouri pure 
food laws. 


Red Paint in Currant Jelly. 
One exhibit will be of adulterated 


food, in which it is proposed to show 
the public that enough red paint can 
be taken from a barrel of impure cur- 
rant jelly to paint a wagon. Another 
exhibit will be of raspberry jam, in a 
barrel of which are sufficient millet 
seed to plant an acre. There will be a 
display of “‘cherry preserves’’ in which 
a peck of morrowfat peas were used for 
cherry seeds; the ‘‘cherries’’ themselves 
are made of apple peelings, red paint 
and chemicals. 

Breakfast food, the base of which is 
shaved wood, and a barrel of flour, one- 
third of which consists of finely pulver- 
ized white clay, will be on view. 

These things will be shown to accent- 
uate the fact that State and National 
pure food laws compel manufacturers 
to make only pure foods and that St. 
Louis dealers no longer handle anything 
that is not guaranteed pure by the fed- 
eral Government and the State. 

The pure food department of the State 
will have an interesting exhibit and a 
laboratory where expert chemists will 
instruct the housewives of St. Louis how 
they may.make simple tests as to the 
purity of food supplies. 

Cooking Contests for Women, 

There will be cooking contests for 
women and pie, cake and bread mak- 
ing. The only women barred are do- 
mestic science instructors, domestic 
science pupils and professional cooks 
or bakers. The judges will be domestic 
science instructors. Valuable prizes 
will be given. 

The show will take place at the Coli- 
seum Sept. 30 to Oct. 5, and vast quan- 
tities of table delicacies will be dis- 
tributed to those who attend the show.

The money and jewels were found 
with a note in a vase. The note read: 
“IT am absolutely ruined and have 
killed all who are dependent upon 
me. Should like them all to be buried 
in one grave.” 

The only part of Money’s plan to 
obliterate his two families that faileu 
Was the escape of Miss Paler, twice 
wounded but in a fair way to recov- 
er. If she had been killed as Money 
intended and her body burned with 
the others, the affair might have re- 
mained a mystery, for the bodies of 


After arriving at the house Sunday# 
evening, Money asked Miss Paler for 
what money she had left from the $250 
he had given her; also for her jewels, 
which he said he would secrete for 
safety. 





Money, his wife and the three chil- 


dren were burned beyond recogni- 
tion, 

During the several days before the 
identity of Money was established 
the police worked on the theory that 
he was Capt. Robert Hicks Murray, 
and tried to learn something of his 
army record. They found persons who 
said they knew Murray when he was 
a soldier. Later it developed he haa 
never been in the army. 

Sister’s Mysterious Death. 

Now that the police have estab- 
lished the identity of Money it is 
recalled that his sister was found 
dead seven years ago in the Merstham 
tunnel. Her death was a mystery anid 
the question of whether it was a 
murder or a suicide was not estab- 
lished, Since the later-incident the 
police have made public a statement 
which was not presented at the in- 
quest. This belated police report says 
that Miss Money wags an inveterate 
gambler, also that she was not quite 
normal mentally. 

Between Miss Money and _ her 
brother, the central figure in the re- 
cent tragedy, there was a strong fel- 
lowship and members of the Money 
family say he was never quite the 
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same after the tragic death of his 
sister, seven years ago. 

There is still much to learn of Money. 
His family is not wealthy and his sister, 
the wife of a postman, has been unable 
to throw any light on the source of the 
income which supported his two families 
in better style than his relatives thought 
he could live on his modest property. 
Nor have the police obtained the slight- 
est clew to any incident which explains 
the expression ‘absolutely ruined” in 
his note. 

Third Mysterious Crime. 

The story of how Money ended the 
lives of his two families comes as the 
third of a series of “‘thrillers.”’ The first 
was the mysterious murder of Dora 
Grey of Yarmouth, the seacoast town 
so familiar to readers of Dickens as the 
scene of “‘David Copperfield.” She was 
a beautiful girl who was brought to 
Yarmouth when an infant by a richly 
dressed woman who gave her to a fos- 
ter-mother and said she never wished 
to see the child again. She grew into 
a beautiful and wayward young woman 
and was found murdered. 

The second story in the series was 
laughable, rather than tragic. Francis 
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Sidney Mannering, a teacher of lan- 
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guages, and Miss Florence Healy ot | 
London were imposed upon by three 
sharpers posing as @ Curate, & marriage 
license clerk and an attorney. When a 
mock marriage ceremony had been per- 
formed the signatures of Mannering and 
Miss Healy were obtained to what they 
supposed to be an official document, 
but which proved to be a note for $100. 

These cases and the Money murder 
have kept all England interested in- 
tensely for several days.

BREMEN, Sept. 14.—The German 
Maritime Vocational Association 
which drafts regulations for Ger- 
many'’s shipping, at its annual meet- 
ing today adopted new rules, which 
were inspired by the Titanfc catas- 
trophe, for safety at sea. 

Passenger steamers carrying 75 per- 
sons, or more, including the crew 
and freighters, must be equipped with 
wireless telegraphy having a radius 
of 100 sea miles. A certain propor- 
tion of skilled oarsmen also must be 
carried on these vessels, 

The present regulations dealing 
with bulkheads and the stowing of 
loose grain are amended and bulk- 
heads are prescribed for motor boats.

Her mother was of Cuban 
birth and once, after her marriage to 
Jack Johnson, she had tried to justi- 
fy herself by saying that there was 
some negro blood in* her family, but 
they declared this was absolutely un- 
true.

E. Duryea, member of an old Long 
Islané~ family, wealthy, a famous 
horseman; notably a singer also, be- 
*ing a tenor soloist at the Garden 
City Cathedral. Her meeting with 
young Duryea was unconventional 
and romantic. 

Her Meeting With Duryea. 

The young man’s mount had gone 

lame during a fox hunt and he had 


" lost the pack. He came leading his 


limping horse to the Terry country 
home, asking the privilege of water- 
ing the horse and accepting from the 
girl's hand a glass of water for him- 
self. He returned many times after 
that as a suitor. In June, 1902, young 
Duryea and Miss Etta Terry were 
married at the city home of the 
bride’s parents, 665 Macon street, 
_ Brooklyn. 

There is not much known of the 
life of the Duryeas. For about four 
years at least they seemed to have 
lived happily. Then young Mrs. Dur- 
yea began to be seen at the race track 
without her husband.

The plaintiffs are Louis Knost, 4415 
Cote Brilliante avenue, father of the 
girl and her brothers and sisters— 
Louls Knost Jr., Edward Knost, Ida 
Roseman and Bertha K. Fink, 3016 
Iowa avenue. According to the peti- 
tion Emma Knost, who was 22 years 
old, was taken to the Cullen & Kelly 
undertaking establishment after her 
death and the firm permitted the co- 
defendant doctors to hold the autopsy 
without authority from any of the 
girl’s relatives. 

Feelings Harassed. 

The plaintiffs say in their petition 
that they were “horribly 
when they saw her mutilated body.” 
As a result they say their feelings 
will be harassed for years. 

According to a statement by Dr. 
Dorsey, the dead girl was practically 
a charity patient. “She was placed 
in the St. Louis Baptist Hospital in a 
$25 a week room, for which the fam- 
ily paid $6,” said Dr. Dorsey, “and 
about eight or ten surgeons, includ- 
ing myself, saw her there, Not one 
received or expected a penny. I op- 
erated upon her for appendicitis and 
she had recovered from that and was 
doing nicely when fever set in. 

She Gave Consent. 

‘Her allment was puzzling to the 
doctors, none being able to diagnose 
the. case. We made tests for con- 
sumption, but could find no symp- 
tom, 

“The girl, knowing that her case 
puzzled us, said that after her death 
she wanted us to hold an autopsy in 
the hope such investigation might be 
beneficial to others similarly afflict- 
ed. We did this I calling in Dr. Mar- 
tin to assist, and found that her trou- 
ble was as we suspected. It was a 
peculiar form of lung trouble.” 

Dr. Dorsey said that the girl's 
mother had been his patient for years 
and the family is well known to him. 
Dr: Martin said the first he knew 
there was any trouble about the au- 
topsy was when a brother of Miss 
Knost demanded money.

“Tl am doubtful as to her insanity, and antess 
the develops something along that line in the 
leer future, I will send her home. A relative cf 
iers bas written two or thiee times since shea has 
been here, and seems solicitous as to her welfare, 
that is, in wanting her to have all that would 
make her comfortable. 

“But from what the old woman says, if that can 
be relled upon, he and hie wife did not get alony 
very well with her.” 

Upon receiving this letter Dr. Stolper applied for 
2 writ of habaes corpus, which was issued upon 
the testimony of the superintendent of the asy- 
jum. The Court ordered that the woman be dila- 
charged. She declined the services of a nurse or 
a companion, and returned safely alone to her 
home, where she began proceedings to repossess 
herself of her property. 

In his official report concerning the case, Dr. 
Stolper said: 

“She is peculiarly free from the symptoms of 
paranoia, the only phage of insanity suggested in 
her case. She is admittedly of good health, and 
has always been so, she has no {llusions or delu- 
sions, and has always transacted her own busi- 
ness. Her behavior in the hospital was that of a 
sane person, as she showed no resistance and an- 
noyed no one.” 

This case is only one of many in which an ap- 
parent injustice was done which might never have 
been remediea had it not been that a Public De- 
fender was at hand to throw down his gauntlet as 
the champion of the oppressed and friendless. 
Much of his work is in co-operation with ageits 
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from that fact.

tually a life sentence upon a superficial examination made by three men, none of whom has ex-

There is no escape 
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of the United States Government in what was 
formerly the Indian Territory. 

Juvenile cases, also, require much of his energy. 
The Oklahoma law declares that a juvenile—a boy 
oi girl under 16 years of age-—cannot be guilty of 
the commission of a crime, except in cases where- 
in it is shown that the child had knowledge of the 
Wrongfulness of his or her act at the time it was 
performed. The decision in such cases demands 
the keen discrimination of a man of Dr. Stolper’s 
developed sympathies.

T will surprise many persons to learn that 
| Washington, aside from being the capital of 
the United States, is a manufacturing center ot 
no small impo:tance. There is not an industry 
among the tiany that ure followed there that has 
nut shown @ reniarkable increase in the Jas five 
years. in some inetanves these percentages of in- 
crease are even larger than they have weep in 
other cities in the United States that are large 
manufacturing centers. This has been brought 
about by several things. 
rhe city has grown, rapidly during the Jast tee 
ade. The population of Washington in luv! was 
278,718. In 1910 it was 331,000—q gain of 18.8 pel 
cent. In the same period even such great mauu- 
facturing centers as Cincinnati, Lowell, Fall River 
and Pittsburg showed smaller gains. 
Five years ago the foundry and machine-shop 
business in Washington was of so little import- 


ance that it received no mention tn the Govern- 
ment’s statistical reports. In 1910, however, it

increase of any of Washington's industries 

There are now 23 foundry and machine shupe 
in the District of Columbia, and the latest offi- 
cial figures as to the value of their product 
showed it to be $1,175,000. This fs not a large sum, 
of course, but it is 163 per cent greater than it 
was five years ago. 

Lumber and timber products is the only one of 
Washington's industries that shows a emalier per- 
centage of increase than that of the population 
of the city. There are 10 establishments engaged 
in the manufacture of lumber and timber. Their 
products in 1910 were valued at 609,000, an in- 


crease of 18.4 per cent over 1906. 


The brewing and distilling concerns of Wash- 
ington find more than a local consumption for 
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heir product. There ure tive such establistimenuts., 
and the value of their output increased tearly 5) 
per cent in the last five yeurs. 

The manufacture of flour was une of the earli- 
est enterprises that were engaged in by the vo ic- 
inal settlers in this region. ‘It is still a thiivinas 
industry which keeps pace with the demand. There 
are seveD mills making flour and grist mill prod- 
ucts, and the value of their output in 1910—$506,- 
000—showed an increase of 23.3 per cent over 1905. 

There are 15 firms in the stone and marble 
working Industry whose product for 1910 reached 
$540,000. There is no record of a single one et- 
guged in this business in the 1906 reports, which 
would indicate that it is a brand-new form of en- 
terprise in Washington. 

There are three large establishments engaged 
iu the manufacture of gas for heating and iliumi- 
nating purposes. Like the electric light and 
power companies, these companies are among the 
city’s institutions. 

Washington is a rather torrid town in midsum- 
mer, and therefore uses a large quantity of ice. 
There are six ice manufactories, the value of

T is not generally known 
that William J. Burns 
began his career as a 
detective in St. Louts. 
His solution of the 
‘‘arson mystery’’ in 
this city a quarter of 
a century ago con- 
vinced him that his 
forte was the investi- 
gation of crime. The 
astute finesse which 





this conspiracy after others had failed is 
described in the ensuing account of his first 
detective exploit. 

| As companion stories are related two 
strange narratives, taken from the records of 
the St. Louis police department, in which 
a raw detective captured a _ formidable 
gang of yeggmen through his gifts as a 
vocalist, and a laundry mark pursued a 
notorious murderer from this city to the 
Antipodes and then to the gallows. 


gy ILLIAM J. BURNS, made famous by the 
W McNamara dynamiting cases, began his 
| career as a detective in St. Louis about 
twenty-five years ago. His success in solving the 
“arson mystery” of this city convinced him that 
he was to be neither a clog-dancer, an actor nor 
a politiclan—professions to which he had been 


strongly attracted at ane time or another—-but an 
investigator of crime. 


‘Burns’, talents were first sensed by Thomas 
Furlong, head of.a St. Louis detective agency. It 
was Furlong who summoned Burns from his home 
in Columbus, O., where, as a boy, he had exhibited 
a precocious ability to solve puzzles, and set him 
to work on the incendiary cases. 

A number of rented houses in St. Louis had 


| been burned, one by one, under suspicious cir- 


cumstances that included, in several instances, 

The owners of the 
houses had lost by the fires and were obviously 
innocent; but the tenants had been protected hy 
unusually expensive insurance upon their house- 
hold furniture. It was believed that the original 
contents of the houses had been secretly replaced 
by second-hand goods and the insurance co.mpa- 
nies swindled into paying excessive fire losses on 
the substituted furniture. But, although an in- 
vestigation of several months had been made, 
no evidence had been found upon which to base 
a prosecution. 

The case was a difficult one, because of the 
impossibility of judging whether furniture de- 
stroyed or damaged by fire and water was the 
same which had been insured. But the keen mind 


.of the detective perceived that the mystery could 


be reduced, as it were, to its lowest possible 
term. If furniture had been exchanged, it must 
‘have been hauled away. The bridge over which 
each separate conspiracy had passed was a mov- 
ing van. 

“If we can get the van we can prove that the 
furniture was switched,” said Burns. “And if we

Other detectives who worked on the case had 
roported the name of the teamster who had

-veceeded in proving it. He had been harassed 
hy the detectives, who made him feel that he was 
suspected as a party to the plots, and had long 
since disappeared, Burns set out to find him.

For instance, we find where they’ve 
paid you $2000, but we can’t find any reports to 
cover it.”

“No, you don’t,” said the other. “You can’t 
fool me. You're no detective. I’ve seen too many 
of them.” It was with some difficulty that Burns 
overcame the other’s incredulity. 

This arson mystery was Burns’ first notable 
case, and launched him upon the career in which 
he has since become eminent.

During that week he learned that his saloon 
companion was a member of a gang of safe blow- 
ers, headed by John C. Shumway. There were 
several members, among them Edw ard Seely and 
Frank Templin. They had a woman companion, 
Annie Verningo. Their rooms were on the same 
floor with Moran’s. 


He discovered that, on the day after a safe was 
blown and a battle with policemen occurred at the 
Warren Coke and Coal Co., one of the band was 
wounded in the leg and walked with a crutch, but 
did not go to a surgeon. He knew that some of 
the men had changed large bills in a saloon down- 
stairs. He discovered that they had filed off the 
ends of their bullets, converting them into mur- 
derous slugs which would tear a hole as big as a 
hand. He learned that they were planning to 
attack a private watchman on South Broadway, 
and were waiting only for a night of rain and 
thunder. 

It was time to act. But it is no light thing to 
attempt the arrest of a band of desperate crim- 
inals in their own quarters. This was proved 
later in the same year when three policemen and 
two train robbers were killed in a pitched battle 
at 1324 Pine street.

That the fugitive had been compelled to give 
a name at the ticket office was due to another of 
the tronies of crime. As the result of the mur- 
der he had reaped an unexpectedly small 
probably less than $100.

To carry out the illusion of Oriental splendor 
with brick walls and a mansard roof to begin with 
is no easy task, yet the pieture was perfect. 

Beaulieu—‘‘Bewly” if you want the correct pro- 
hunciation—is not the most wondrous villa at 
Newport. It has a superb site—old Ocean rolling 
right up to the edge of its lawns—and the view 
iv entrancing. William Waldorf Astor built the 
house in the seventies, when mansard roofs and 
queer effects in brick were the thing. But deco- 
.ator and artist had worked wonders within the 
old-fashioned walls. The ocean front had been 
taken up with a huge tent, made to represent 
some Eastern caravanseral, and there the doings 
of “A Night in the Orient” took place on that 
night of nights. 


The road to Beaulieu is a winding path bordered 
with hydrangeas and other shrubs and flowering 
plants. Every bloom on this night of nights 
owned its electric light.

“T never saw anything like -this before in my 
life,” said Joseph Harriman to Elisha Dyer—nor 
had he, or anybody else who was there. 

The genz clanged again. The curtains parted 
on the stage and there sat 16 of the guests, eight 
mer and eight women, all in Russian costume. 
Theirs .was the first number on the program and 
Mrs. Vanderbilt, the hostess, was one of the Rus- 
Sians. 

She was stunning in a costume all green and 
gold—it stood straight out until it was almost 
parallel with the floor, and hung just below her 
knees. It scemed to lead up to the glorious em- 
erald which she wore on a double necklace of dia- 
monds, pearls and sapphires on which it dangled 
in all its glory.

On her hair was a Russian headdress of 
green embroidered with diamonds and emeralds— 
it looked like the cocked hat of a Paris gendarme. 
There was no gold about Mrs. Vaaderbilt’s jew- 
elry—it was all set in platinum. Her skirts wer 
of blue chiffon. 

Mr. Vanderbilt was quite the Oriental] caliph 
His familiar beard helped out in the make-up— 
ris face had been darkened by some clever make- 
up man. doe wore a lustrous robe of blue and 
gold brocade over a baggy pair of trousers of old 
gold satin. On his feet were kid shoes of golden 
hue and on his head was a great turban droop- 
ing with pearls and tricked out with a white 
aigrette. If you had met him in Tunis you would 
never have dreamed that he was a New York busi- 
ness man. 

Down to the dancing floor walked Mrs. Vander- 
bilt and her partner, M. Henri de Bach of the Rus- 
sian Embassy. Behind them came the others who 
made up the double octette—Mrs. Arthur Iselin 
and Maurice Roche, Mrs. Robert Goelet Jr. and 
William Goadby Loew, Miss Wiborg and Sheldon 
Whitehouse, Mrs. James B. Eustis and James W. 
Jarney, Mrs. Arthur Scott Burden and Lydig Hoyt, 
Mrs. Craig Biddle and Philip Livermore, ...rs.

They gayly danced the thazurka from “Coppe- 
lia.” Then the music paused, they went back to 
the stage and the curtain dropped to a burst of 
applause.

They had tiger skins draped 
over their arms and wreaths and grapes decked 
their hair. 

Winter was last—it was all silver and cider- 
down.
